dmp best 
in 10 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The greatest 
decline in unemployment in 10 years 
was recorded in November, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
Although the Nixpn Administration has 
been warning that higher unemployment 
may be expected as part of the fight 
against inflation, the jobless rate drop« 
ped in November by one-half of one per 
cent to 3.4 per cent of the labor force. 
The Labor Department said the de­ 
cline from a 3.9 per cent rate in Octo­ 
ber, was the greatest for a single 
month since a similar 0.5 per cent 
decline between November and Decem­ 
ber, 1959, when the rate fell from 5.8 
per cent to 5.3 per cent. 
The only larger one-month decline in 
the last 20 years was a 1.5 per cent 
decline from October to November, 1949. 
Labor Department officials declined to 
assess the possible impact of the No­ 
vember jobs figures on the anti-inflation 
campaign. 
In actual figures, the department said, 
unemployment fell 360,000 in November 
to a total of 2.7 million. Most of the 
decline was among teen-agers, young 
men between 20 and 24, and adult wom­ 
en who found jobs or stopped looking 
for work.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— The Senate re­ 
jected today by a 69-18 vote a ‘ death 
sentence” proposal which would have 
stripped foundations of their tax-exempt 
status after 40 years. 
After a shouting debate, senators vot­ 
ed to delete a provision in the tax re­ 
form bill to allow existing foundations 
40 years to give away their assets or 
pay taxes on their income at the same 
rate paid by corporations on their in­ 
vestment income. 
New foundations would be able to main­ 
tain a tax-exempt status for only 40 
years from the time of their creation. 
Sen. Albert E. Gore, D-Tenn., fight­ 
ing to maintain the 40-year lifespan 
provision in the bill, argued that an 
overwhelming majority of private foun­ 
dations were created by millionaries to 
serve as tax havens and to publicize 
the name of their creator in perpetuity. 
Gore said even the Kellogg Founda­ 
tion of Battle Creek, Mich., which he 
described as one of “ the good founda­ 
tions,” had managed to increase its 
assets from $40 million to $408 mil­ 
lion-all of it exempt from taxation. 
Flailing his arms and pacing between 
the rows of desks on the Senate floor, 
Gore shouted that its chief purpose 
“ is to advertise Kellogg.” 
‘ Kellogg! Kellogp' Kellogg!” he shout­ 
ed. “ Kellogg! Kellogg! Kellogg! how 
long can this go on? Is 40 years too 
long? How long is forever?“

The group, which made its home in 
Death Valley, may be connected with a 
total of 11 senseless slayings since the 
beginning of the year, authorities have 
indicated.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass (UPI)— Fifty to 
100 blacks occupied the Harvard Uni­ 
versity administration building today. 
Officials ordered the disidents to leave 
the building or face criminal prosecu­ 
tion and Cambridge police were alerted 
but not called to the building. 
The blacks, demanding stepped 
up 
hiring of minority workers by Harvard, 
seized University HaU and locked them­ 
selves inside. 
The takeover occurred about 8:20 
a.m. before most employes had reported 
to work. Two hours later, three Har­ 
vard officials entered the hall to talk to 
the demonstrators. 
The takeover was the second involv­ 
ing three-story University Hall. The oc­ 
cupation last spring resulted in a bloody 
clash between police and students and 
touched off a student strik2 at the nation’s 
oldest university. 
The blacks placed steel bars across 
the doors to several entrances to the 
building today and pulled the knobs off 
other doors. 
Employes arriving for work were 
turned away.

William L. Calley Jr. was summoned to 
the Pentagon today for questioning by a 
special panel attempting to determine 
if there might have been a whitewash of 
an original Army investigation of the 
killing of South Vietnamese civilians 
at Song My. 
The 26-year-old Calley is accused of 
premeditated murder of 109 persons in 
the alleged 
massacre. He was com­ 
mander of a platoon of a company head­ 
ed by Capt. Ernest A. Medina, who de­ 
nied Thursday either ordering or seeing 
any mass slayings in the village. 
The Pentagon inquiry board apparent­ 
ly plans to question almost everyone with 
a connection in the case and Calley was 
only 
one of several called today. A 
spokesman said it was possible he might 
not be heard until late today, or possi­ 
bly even later. 
Calley is the only person specifically 
charged with murder in the case, al­ 
though more than a score of men who 
were there at the time are under inves­ 
tigation and one sergeant has been ac­ 
cused of assault with intent to murder. 
Calley, who is to be tried by an Army 
court martial 
next month at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., was called before the so- 
called Peers investigation board which 
was formed to look into whether a low-

Murder indictments sought against six 


Army prosecuting 
in club scandal? 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— The Army lias 
been asked to explain reports former 
Army Provost Marshal Gen. Carl C. 
Turner and Sgt. Maj. William C. Wool 
dridge will not be prosecuted—despite 
a Senate Investigation naming them in 
the enlisted men’s clubs scandal. 
The Army replied late Thursday the 
retirement applications of Wooldridge 
and one other sergeant named during the 
Senate Investigation were being delayed 
pending completion of the Army’s own 
investigation. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., wrote 
Army Secretary Stanley R. Resor that 
Senate 
investigations 
subcommittee 
hearings turned up “ conflicts of interest, 
bribery, kickbacks, conspiracy and other 
criminal actions or violations of regula­ 
tions.” 
But Ribicoff said he had read news­ 
paper stories, “ apparently originating in 
your department, which indicate that Pen­ 
tagon officials do not believe sufficient 


for her life because she informed on the 
group. 
Miss Atkins, who faces trial in anoth­ 
er murder case which has been linked 
to the cult, later related her almost un­ 
believable story to her attorney. 


Paul Caruso, her attorney, said she 
told him the raids on the Tate home and 
the home of Leno Labianca, who with 
his wife was stabbed to death, was di­ 
rected by the long-haired, bearded Man­ 
son. 
“ Miss Tate became fearful,” Miss 
Atkins told Caruso. “ She tried to make 
sure her baby wasn’t harmed. She plead­ 
ed, ‘Let me have my baby.' But they 
killed her.” 


Miss Atkins said the Tate home was 
“ a symbol of rejection” to Manson, who 
had a grudge against affluent persons 
because of his troubled childhood.

Chimpanzee liver in 
seven-month old boy 


DENVER (UPI)—The liver of 
a chimpanzee was transplanted 
into a seven-month-old Seattle 
boy during a 14-hour operation 
Thursday at the University of 
Colorado medical center. 
The unidentified infant, the 
second 
to 
undergo such an 
operation here, was reported in 
critical condition following sur­ 
gery. 
A hospital spokesman said 
doctors used the chimpanzee 
liver only as a last-ditch effort 
to save the life of the infant. 
“ There was no human donor 
available and finally it became 


a 
desperation 
case,”

spokesman said. 
Although the hospital refused 
to confirm it, there was a 
report 
that 
two chimpanzee 
kidneys also had been trans­ 
planted 
into the boy in an 
attempt to absorb antibodies 
that tend to reject a foreign 
organ. The chimpanzee kidneys 
were 
then removed after a 
short time. 
The 
first 
chimpanzee-to* 
human liver transplant at the

center 
occurred in 
1966. A 28-montb-old boy died 
nine davs after the operation.

David Cupp is a freshman at 
Cabrillo. . .this fact is not un­ 
usual in itself except that David 
is Korean and doesn’t speak 
English. 
More officially, his name is 
David Kwang Cupp, a unique 
name which retains a part of 
his Korean name and his new 
American name. 
David has been in the U.S. 
for 
three 
weeks and finds 
the people 
very friendly so 
far. To bridge gap communica­ 
tions between this reporter and 
David, we employed his moth­ 
er’s talents as an interpreter. 
She 
speaks both English and 
Korean. 
His 
schedule 
at Cabrillo 
sounds like one of any typical 
sudent: -English, History, bio­ 
logy, algebra, reading and P.E. 
His main goal now is to under­ 
stand the teacher and be able 
to relate to his fellow students. 


Later, he will begin the rou­ 
tine of a regular student. 
He pointed out a few differ­ 
ences between his school in 
Korea 
and Cabrillo. First, 
he noticed the freedom students 
have here in clothes. In Korea, 
David wore a uniform to school. 
Also, 
courses 
in 
Korean 
schools cover the basics and 
do not include 
typing, phot- 
graphy, home economics, print­ 
ing and other such courses. 
Another 
major difference 
David related was 
that the 
schools in Korea are not co­ 
educational; that is boys and 
girls attend different schools. 
He is still adjusting to the new 
experience. Asked 
which sys­ 
tem he preferred, the American 
or the Korean, he answered with 
a smile and a diplomatic, “ I 
don’t know.” 
He is interested in sports, 
particularly wrestling and kar­ 
ate. He has already been re­ 
cruited by a Cabrillo coach to 
help in the formation of a kar­ 
ate squad. 


So far, David has adjusted 
to Ajnerican life reasonably 
well, considering the transition 
he had to make. He likes Am­ 
erican food, including 
steak 
and barbeque. Color television 
is something new to him, as 
very few people have it 
in 
Korea. 
Perhaps 
the hardest 
adjustment, besides the lan­ 
guage, is the weather. Current­ 
ly, in Korea it is winter which 
means cold, rainy and some­ 
times snowy weather. 
David can express most of 
his ideas and with the help of 


teachers and friends, he will be 
able to speak English shortly. 
In fact, he recently attended a 
basketball game 
and under­ 
stood nearly everything. 
In conclusion, David was ask­ 
ed about his general reaction 
to the United States in a short 
time he has been here. 
He 
replied, “ I find the American 
people very friendly and help­ 
ful. There are many things I 
have to get used to and many 
things I am going to miss. . . 
But I think I will like living 
here.”

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Property tax break 


Many have been the proposals to lift at least some of the 
great burden carried too long by property taxpayers. Some 
have been dangerous traps, some well meant inadequacies. 
The state tax reform initiative now being sponsored by the 
California Teachers Association and the County Supervisors 
Association looks like the real thing; and the proposal got some 
astute and well qualified approval the other day. The approval 
came from economist Walter W. Heller, form er presidential 
advisor in his field. 


Pointing out that there has been an alarm ing slippage in the 
ratio of state contributions to California elementary and high 
school districts in the past ten years, Heller approved provi­ 
sions of the CTA-CSAC initiative which would require the state

to pay at least 50 per cent of public school costs and 90 per 
cent of wefare costs. 
At present the state pays only about 35 per cent of the form er 
and 65 per cent of the latter. Local property tax owners have 
to make up the difference. 
The noted economist took a healthy slap at the property tax, 
calling it regressive, 
repressive and sluggish. Although ob­ 
viously other forms of taxation will have to supply the needed 
funds, he believes that properly set up they can be fairer to 
the “ little guy,” and will be more responsive than the exces­ 
sive property tax to the continued economic boom he predicts 
for the coming decade. 
There are a great many “ little guys” who will say a fervent 
“ Amen!”

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Nixon pledges 


Unhappily, this blunt - instrument 
approach m isses some real nerve points. 
Probably everyone has examples of his 
own, and just 
a handful will be sug­ 
gested here to indicate that neither 
press nor television should avoid con­ 
stant self-examination to diminish the 
suspicions Agnew is successfully cul­ 
tivating. 
The New York Tim es has just re­ 
plied haughtily, with specific documenta­ 
tion, to charges by the vice president 
that it ignored a recent story favorable 
to Nixon on Vietnam. 
But does the Times understand in 
what diminished regard its Washington 
and some other coverage is viewed by a 
considerable body of seasoned profes­ 
sional newsmen in this capital and else­ 
where? 
One highly competent reporter who 
wrote a major book on part of last year’s 
campaign said he found the Times, which 
prides itself on being the “ newspaper 
of record,” almost useless as a funda­ 
mental backup source of information. He 
had to search out other sources. 
Another chronicler of the campaign 
made sim ilar complaint, bemoaning the 
limited view of events he got from the 
Tim es news pages — not its editorials. 
There are foreign affairs correspond­ 
ents of unquestioned quality here who re­ 
gard much of the New York Tim es 
Washginton coverage of foreign issues as 
weak and insufficiently probing. More 
than a few see it also as clearly biased 
in this field. 
The Tim es is far from being the only 
target from within the professional news 
corps. A prominent magazine last year 
engaged in a widely publicized series 
of surveys. In one such report, fairly 
late in the preconvention campaign, it re­ 
ferred back to an earlier period. It 
did not have the courage to cite its 
own earlier, grossly erroneous calcula­ 
tions. It simply referred to surveys made 
by other sources. 
Publications of the high order here 
mentioned, and the major television net­ 
works, are singled out because of their 
impact both upon the general public and 
upon key decision-makers in this country. 
Agnew’s assaults probably missed the 
heart of television’s problems. Commen­ 
tators are understood to be analysts, 
giving opinions. The larger point is that 
imbalance creeps into television’s sup­ 
posedly well-organized news coverage. 
Perfectly 
honest network “ anchor­ 
men” have been heard in recent weeks 
reading “ reports” of new United States 
Vietnam casualties which say they have 
now equaled or passed those of World 
War I (in the range of 300,000). 
Such a comparison requires careful 
perspective. World War I was a bloody 
holocaust of unexampled nature. Refer­ 
ence to it calls up ghastly images. Now 
in Vietnam we have lost 40,000 dead over 
a span of four to six years. 


WASHINGTON 
— Bring us together. 
That prom ise in Richard Nixon's cam­ 
paign more than any other held out the 
hope of an interval of good will, or rel­ 
ative quiet and lowered 
voices after 
the Johnsonian storm and strife. 
The prom ise, as the end of the first 
year nears, has not been born out. For 
reasons many of which are beyond P res­ 
ident Nixon’s control the need for a uni­ 
fying force is greater than it was when 
he took office in January. 
The 
rejection 
of 
the President’s nom­ 
inee to the Supreme 
Court, 
Clement 
F. 
Haynsworth J r., was a 
severe blow to what the 
President 
has 
re­ 
peatedly said was his 
constitutional 
prero­ 
gative. It was a blow, 
too, to his relationship 
with a Congress, which 
for 
the first time in 
well over a century confronted an in­ 
coming President with control by the op­ 
posing party. The bitter aftertaste will 
last for a long time with both those in the 
White House who fought unsuccess fully 
to put the nomination over and with the 
Republicans who resisted that pressure 
and who are now under the frowning dis­ 
approval of the Nixon team. 
While it was a blow, the fate of the 
Haynsworth 
nomination seem s to this 
observer to be an opportunity to bind 
up the wounds and encourage the convio 
tion of national unity. 
The President 
can nominate another southerner with a 
conservative 
outlook, 
as he has indi­ 
cated he will do. 
Without the shadow 
of conflict of interest and in the wake of 
the Haynsworth quarrel, the nominee 
would almost beyond question be con­ 
firmed. 
There is, however, a different course 
which could cool the emotions stirred 
by the controversy and help to take the 
court out of the partisan political arena. 
It has been forgotten that shortly after 
his inauguration the President, speaking 
to employes of the State Department, said 
that they should not be surprised if the 
secretary, William P. Rogers, should 
become chief justice ofthe United States, 
as had happened to three of his predeces­ 
so rs. Subsequently the report was prints 
ed that Rogers would be named to su o 
ceed Earl W arren. 
This was flatly de­ 
nied, and the nomination of Warren E. 
Burger put an end to speculation. 
Rogers is an eminently 
qualified 
lawyer who has repeatedly 
shown his 
skill in human relations. His political 
stance is best 
described as moderate. 
Rogers’ 
nomination to fill the vacancy 
on the court could not be faulted. Six 
years younger than Burger, who is 62, 
there is no reason why he might not one 
day be elevated to chief justice. While 
he might prefer to stay in his present 
post as a long-time and loyal associate 
of the President, 
he would respond 
to a call to duty. 
That this will happen, it is hardly nec­ 
essary to add, is most unlikely. 
Yet 
what could be points up the one luxury 
Mr. Nixon cannot afford in this pre­ 
carious time when deep divisions — geo­ 
graphical, 
ideological, 
emotional — 
threaten the fraying fabric of national 
purpose. That luxury is recrim ination; 
to say, “ I’ll show you; I’ll name a south­ 
ern er to the right of Haynsworth, 
so 
you will forever regret turning him 
down.” 
In this first year the parochialism of 
the Nixon adm inistration has at tim es 
been all too evident. 
Whether it is the “ southern strate­ 
gy” and the influence of Sen. Strom 
Thurmond as a reward for the 87 south­ 
ern and border state electoral votes that 
put Mr. Nixon in the White House, the 
weight is heavily on the side ofthe south 
and the west and ideologically 
in the 
right wing of the party. This may be 
sound politics but it is a questionable 
tactic in bringing us together. 
Next year Nelson 
Rockefeller must 
run for an unprecedented 
fourth term 
as governor of New York. The report 
from both his friends and his critics is 
that he is reluctant 
to devote another 
four years to the legislature and the 
squabbles between New York City and

John V. Lindsay, a thorny and disagree­ 
able one. 
Rockefeller is starting to use the tac­ 
tic of four years ago. He is making 
known private polls showing him the 
underdog 
against 
almost any Demo- 
crat, and notably if former justice Ar­ 
thur 
Goldberg 
should 
decide to run 
for governor rather than the Senatq. In 
1965 when he was gearing him self up for 
a third term* the early polls, as well ad­ 
vertised by the governor, 
showed him 
with only 22 per cent popular support. 
In the following November he won with­ 


out too much trouble against a weak 
Democratic 
opponent. Given the dis­ 
array in the Democratic 
party and 
the Rockefeller readiness to spend un­ 
limited 
money, 
he could probably do 
it again. 
But as part of the Nixon administra»- 
tion he would move the party nearer the 
center. His extensive 
background 
in 
foreign policy, 
defense and health and 
welfare would add dimension to a caot- 
net lacking in luster. Bringing us to­ 
gether is more than rhetoric.

We 
watched with amazement and in- 
trique 
the nation’s first draft lottery 
since World War II on the television tube 
the other night. It all looked on the very 
up and up. 
But not so, says a University of South­ 
ern 
California 
mathematician. 
John 
E. Ware says that the draft lottery was 
rigged. 
He is quoted in a 
UPI 
dispatch 
that 
“ each 
date 
did not 
have an equal chance 
of being picked.” 
Continuing, 
he 
c l a i m s 
that “ the 
chances 
are 
five 
tim es 
in 
1,000 that 
the 
results 
would 
ever 
turn 
out 
this 
way if each date had 
an 
equal 
chance.” 
Ware, 
a 
doctoral 
teaches 
statistics 
at 
of medicine, said he and Craig Maas, 
a research 
assistant, found that birth- 
dates in the last six months of the 
year were more likely to be drawn than 
those in the first six months. 
Ware said the falibility of lotteries, 
long known to statisticians, 
stemmed 
from the fact that “ they (draft officials) 
probably placed the capsules containing 
the numbers into the bowl in chronolo­ 
gical o rder.” 
He said that in the course of shuffling 
the capsules “ the months tended to stay 
together. The first six months may have 
been placed in the bowl first and they 
tended to stay together and be drawn 
last.” 
The instructor added that lotteries 
violated the basic 
principles 
of pro­ 
bability, no m atter how many times the 
bowl is shaken or the cards 
shuffled. 


Americans would rather watch tele­ 
vision than eat.
